cal organ hub never beun oqualleJ- 
Farmers in tlio disiricts are conniluin- 
ing loudly of the loss of livo stock 
tbrough ilio want of ])olico protec- 
tion, and they aro advifteil by the gov- 
ornraent ihrouiih their orgun to protect 
theiiiHelves. Ttioy aro told lo form as- 
HOciations wliosu iliity ii .shall (ir.st be to 
find, ibeii arrest and then provide the 
means for prosecuting, cattle-thieves. 
In this way, adds tho organ, "the onus 
and expense incurred ia thereby equal- 
ly distributed and the interests of the 
fanners as a class at ouco Hub.sorved 
withcul perceptible pecuniary inconven- 
ience." Ill jjlaiii languaf^o tlie govern- 
ment organ advispsi sulilers not to look 
to the government any longer for pro- 
tection. If they loan stock, if thoir 
houses are robbed, tliey must supply 
tho means to find and then prosecute 
tho oUunder;^. Tliis is as cool — as the 
north wind which is just now blowin<r 
over tho land.- The settlers who have 
had the ra'ues of their holdings 
nearly doubled for tho purpose of ta.v- 
ation under tho prete.Kt that tho nionoy 
is required lo furnish protection for 
life and properly, are now seiiii-Dtllcial- 
ly advised to form uBsocialions, i. c, 
vigilance committees, to do jiolioe duly 
in the districts. Wo ask any candid 
reader whether tho charj^e of imbecil 
ity that we have over and over again 
brought against this government is not 
fullv sustained l>y tho article in tho or- 
gan I Whether it is not clear to the 
most opaquo or prejudiced mind that 
the throe ininisiorj are tlireo inca[)aldes1 
It is proposed to hand the outlaws over 
to the SHttlers to do with them a.s they 
may set; fit; to arrest, try and hang by 
the edict of a popular court, after the 
fashion of Texas, California and Eastern 
Oregon, thieves who may fall info 
aettlera' bands ? If this state of things 
is to ba inaugurated in the settled dis- 
tricts of the province with the coun- 
ten uice and ad vice of the government 
the reign of law and order will be at an 
end and a reign of terror will com- 
mence. In 0110 day '.-) ride twenty seven 
years ago tho writer counted iho bodies 
of eleven men swaying in the afternoon 
breeze from the tops of trees iu Alame- 
da County, California. They were .sus- 
l)ected horse thieves, and it was after- 
wartls shown that tive of the executed 
jierBona were honest men I The trees 
bore ghastly fruit that day because tho 
government did not afTord tho .setilers 
protection. They had been advised, 
as tho settlors adjact-nt to Victoria are 
no>v advised, to protect themselves, and 
did it. No good citizen will desire to 
see tho trees of Sooko and Victoria dis- 
tricts converted inio gibhetf.; and no- 
thing could bo more repellant to the 
lawabidiug spirit of this people than 
the advice wo have quoted, which, if 
followed, will surely lead to deplorable 
resultR. The settlers are entitled to pro- 
tection for theuiselves and their pro- 
perty. The/ are paying increased 
taxes and have a rii;bt to expect that 
the governiiieiit will bring criminals to 
justice; uud the govermnent shirk that 
duty. What would be said of tho ciiy 
government wero they Huddenly to 
withdraw the municipal police force 
and invito tho rate|iavers to form them- 
aelvoH into a detective police bureau or 
a vigilance committee for tiioir own 
protection t Wo were Rorry to reaii 
tho article in our contemporary. Ii 
means tho practical al)aiidoniii'''nt of 
the settlers to iheir own d<'vicc.'!. It 
tells the people to no longer look tn the 
government but to dp]ii'nd upon their 
own resources. Un<ler the pretence of 
" evenly distributing " tho onus and 
expense it informs tho farming com- 
munities that they are expected to 
form an association for mutual protec- 
tion. In Lillooet, in CasHiar and in Yale 
districts the police were withdrawn 
three years ago, Tlie pa^'o.s of the i:rim- 
inal records of the province were im- 
mediately stained with human blood. 
What is society but an organized assn- 
ciation for inutual protection and ad- 
vancement] What is a gdvernineiit 
but a number of men to whom society 
entrusts the duty of carrying out it.t 
behests? When a governiueiitiieglecth 
or declines to discharge the duty it as- 
Bumpd on taking otiiuB it in effect re- 
linquishes the power which has been 
placed in its hands, for if the settlors 
are required to track, arrest and punish 
criminals, what use is there any 
long(!r for ihn goveriimeiU ? Tiie gov- 
ernment having at la.-.t ackno>vledged 
its inability to discharge the chief 
duty for wliich it was ap|)ointed must 
inako way for more capable men who 
will not only be in accord with public 
sentiment, hut who will aflord the pro 
tection to the seltler.s to which they 
are entitled under the constitutioQ and 
the laws.

THE LOST TRAPPERS, 

A party of prospect ir.-i came do^nLiy 
tho steamer (uappler on Tuosda)- night 
from the Deloire consistini; of Messrs. 
Charles Hayward, J. T. Krotzinger, K. 
J. Bronson and R. Hanchka. These fje'i 
tlcinou, with A. P. Hurton and C U. 
Young, (tho latter two having stayed at 
Deaao Lake, whore they will winter)) left 
this c'ty on 2nd July last thoroughly 
cipiippud for a summer's prospuetiiig tour 
with provisions, arms and ammimitiun, 
seines, hooks and linos fur fishing, ropes, 
tackle and other things necessary 
for boating in bad water, in fact every 
poh.siblo roquironiont that their ei- 
ten.^ive experience in otiu'i- luuuulainous 
countries suggested.
